It appears that there is hope for the 
repeal of the sugar tax. The situation is 
thus summed up by a Washington corre- 
spondeiit: 

Concentration of interests ise likely to re- 
sult in the passage of a bill for the removal 
of the discriminating duties on sugar. Com- 
mercial demands, the desire of the Admin- 
istration and a growing willingness on the 
part of many Senators to declare seif- 
emancipation from sugar-trust bondage is 
paving the way for the unobstructed pas- 
sage of the last Wilson bill on this subject. 


It is only by a “concentration of inter- 
ests,“ it appears, that Congress can legis- 
late. It is a concentration of private 
interests only that can affect legisia- 
tion. Public rights and interests are not 
to be considered in any Congress. Are 
the two houses mere machines, to be 
worked for all they are worth by com- 
binations of business men” who are in 
politics for what it is worth to them- 
selves? 


A DEADLY ENEMY. 


We refrain from remarking that the 
shooting of his mother by a boy to whom 
she had given a cat rifle is a sort of rude 
justice.

Carlyle did not at- 
tribute his misery to her, but she did 
charge her misery to him; and, when too 
late, he confessed, with bitterest re- 
morse, that the charge was true. The 
wretched story as told in her letters, 
and in his after her death, has in it a 
depth of tearfyl pathos unmatched in 
fact or fiction. If the uneasy spirits of 
this man and this woman do not linger 
about the scene of their sufferings, then, 
surely, the dead never come back to 
earth.

Few people, even the most enthusiastic 
St. Louisans, realize the rapid rate at 
which the population of St. Louis is grow- 
ing and the enormous increase in the city’s 
population, particularly in the last three 
years.

On in- 
vestigation they found that reai estate yal- 
ues in St. Louis were low as compared with 
other cities, and that the city had not been 
boomed. As a result, outside capital has 
been seeking investment in St. Louis. There 
is now an abundance of cheap money to be 
had in the city, due largely to new con- 
cerns coming in to loan money. The North- 
western Mutual Life Insurance Co. of Mil- 
waukee has placed over $1,000,000 worth of 
loans in St. Louis, and the New York Life, 
89 recently amended its charter so as to 
be able to loan money outside of New York 
State, is beginning to loan money in St. 
Louis. The Connecticut Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Co., another large concern, has been in 
the field’ for some time. Individual capital- 
ists are seeking real estate investments, 
and within the past six months a large 
number of ye ge concerns have 
located in St. Louis, onkinn’ ta pal them a 
large portion of their wor 
Samuel Bowman & Co. are Hs F nagotiat- 
ing with a large apartment store in Chi- 
cago on the order of Stegel-Cooper for the 
sale of an entire block of ground on Wash- 
ington avenue, on which they propose. to 
establish a mammoth establishment. Since 
the outside manufacturing concerns began 
to seek locations in St. uis, the real 
estate agents report that where they had 
one inquiry for property to rent from 
1 in the city before they now have

doubled in a decade. 

With the increase in poulation has come 
an increase in real estate values, which 
are still very low as compared with other 
large cities. As for values of realty, what 
possibilities there are in them not even the 
most enthusiastic dealer can tell. They 
have increased in the past three years 
from 10 to 100 per cent and even more, and 
they are still increasing. A man of or- 
dinary judgment can buy a piece of real 
estate in almost any ay of the city and 
make a handsome profit on his investment 
in one month, one year or two years, ac- 
cording to where he has bought. The sales 
reported in these columns daily prove the 
truth of these statements, though perhaps 
surprising when made in this form. 

Only last week there was a notable in- 
stance of this in the sale of the northeast 
corner of Tenth and estnut streets, 
which three years ago sold for $40,000, and 
last Saturday sold for $80,000
